Au Attempt to Escape.

A great invention in photography 
is just reported from Paris. It is a 
very powerful instrument, which, 
by the use of a very sensitive plate, 
photographs accurately and records 
them for observatiun stars now vis- 
ible to the naked eye. Says a New 
York Cable Service dispatch of the 
16th instant; 


These photographic reproductions 
of the heavens will enable astrono- 
mers to give all of the time that 
they peed to the accurate study of 
the relations of the astronomical 
bodies, and will certainly result in 
greater accuracy of astronomical 
observations. y prolonging the 
exposure of the plates in this won- 
derful instrument for one heur and 
a half photographs of a star of the 
sixteenth degree, which is visible 
only through tbe most powerful 
giasses, are recorded. Not only are 
these ordivarily hidden stars re- 
vealed, but through this revelation 
astronomers will able to deter- 
mime exactly their parallaxes and 
to measure absolutely their respect- 
ive distances from each other. 

The additions which will be made 
to the chart of the heavens under 
this new process are very great. 
For instance, on oue of the ordinar 
charts representing the present ad- 
vance of the science, where there 
are only 170 stars recorded, the 
photographs of the Heury Brothers 
record more than 5,000. This de- 
velopement in the direction of pho- 
tographing the heavens is regarded 
by scientific men as one of the most 
importaut discoveries in exact sci- 
ence made during the century. 


That the tariff question requires 
a comprehensive and far-seeing 
mind to grasp it properly is evident 
to anyone who has givenit study 
and thought.

aud increases wages. These very 
same laborers are as poor as the very 
poorest paupers under the meanest 
Government of Europe. In most of 
the other mines of Lehigh county the 
miners yet work for less than one dol- 
lara day—some getting only seventy 
to eighty cents.

Findings Disapproved. 
WASHINGTON, April 20. 

The President has disapproved and 
set aside the findings and sentence of 
the Court Martial in the case of Second 
Lieutenant Benj S. Weaver of the 
First Infantry. Lieutenant Weaver 
was charged with conduct unbecom- 
ing to an officer and a gentleman, 
in uttering fraudulent checks, neglect- 
ing to repay borrowed money, absence 


without leave, making false  state- 
ments, using a fictitious name, disobe- 


dience of orders and conduct to the? 


prejudice of good order and discipline 
in t:ansferring his pay avcount before 
it became due. Tothe last specifica- 
tion the Lieutenant pleaded guilty, 
and the court, which met atthe Pres- 
ido at San Francisco, found him guilty 
of the charges of neglecting to pay his 
debts, of faisely stating that he was 
abseaton leave, of absenting himself 
without leave, disobedience of orders 
and of transferring his pay account. 
The sentence of the court was that 
Lieutenant Weaver be dismissed from 
theservice. The President’s reasons 
for disapproving this sentence is the 
fact that two members of the court 
were improperly discharged during 
the trial and that then if the findings 
were sustained, there is testimony be- 
fore him tending to show such absence 
of wilfulintent to offend against the 
military law ofthearmy regulations, 
andthat a sentence less severe than 
dismissal would abundantly subserve 
the ends of discipline and sufficiently 
vindicate the wholesale strictures of 
army regulations. 


Found Guilty of Murder. 
CHICAGO, April 20. 
After being out five hours and ten 
minutes, one hour of which was spent 
at supper, the jury in the Schwarts- 


Watt Rock Island murder trial were 
ready with the verdict. Before they 
had time to appear before the Judge, 
the cotirrt room had filled with specta- 
tators, many ladies being present. A 
deathlike silence prevailed, when the 
Judge taking the verdict and read 
aloud the words pronouncing Watt 
and Schwarts guilty of murder, and 
sentencing them to imprisonment in 
the Penitentiary for life. The verdict 
was received by the prisoners without 
a look or action of surprise.

payment bas been made for the 
claim ov application for U. 8. 
patent. The iecision follows the 
general rule that after payment the 
laud is so far the property of the 
purchaser that ejectment may be 
maintained in the courts against 
trespassers. In the above case the 
contention was that the proceedings 
of Blasdel for patent to the ground 
are so defective that a patent can- 
not result from the payment and 
hence that be is not in a condition 
to maintain ejectment against the 
re-locators who are in possession. 
The Court rules otherwise. This 
decision is not thought to be con- 
clusive on the question of the title, 
as the General Land Office is pre- 
ceeding regularly to test the ques- 
tion why Blasdel’s entry of the 
mining ground in Aurora shall not 
be canceled. Should such cancella- 
tion follow the Land Office hearing, 
which takes place on the 26th inat., 
itis thought that the judgment of 
the Cireuit Court will not be en- 
forced.
